In the second stratum are basic studies 
and research, application studies and research, talent collecting departments, in- 
ternational cooperaton, administrative management and other functional depart- 
ments. The third stratum consists of a certain number of centres, institutes, de- 
partments, sections and other grass-root units directly affiliated to the academy. 
The fourth stratum includes units and individuals having close contacts or co- 
operative relations with the academy. 

A small number of professionals, and a greater number of personnel with 
concurrent jobs, work with a capable and efficient academy as the center, and 
with scientists as the main body. They will make full use of modern means of 
communication and transportation as well as the most advanced instruments and 
facilities at home and abroad. They will conduct separate studies and research, 
and implement unified leadership and unified management. Our aim is to estab- 
lish a new-type of study and research academy with high efficiency, and high 
standards as well as a vigorous and flexible economy. 

FUNDS 

The Chinese Academy of Somatic Science is a self-funded civic-scientific re- 
search organization. Its funds are chiefly from funds allocated to subjects of 
scientific research and benefits from donations, as well as cooperation and as- 
sistance at home and abroad.

AIM 

Somatic science is a major development of modem science and 
technology. With a view to advancing basic studies and research of 
somatic science and its application, the Chinese Academy of Somatic 
Science will require financial support from any source for a period of 
considerable length. Therefore we welcome any donation from people 
of farsight all over the world to the fund of the academy. 

This fund is intended to support research of the new science which 
may lead to a scientific revolution in the 21th century and bring 
great benefits to mankind. 

THE USE OF THE DONATION 

1. Financing basic studies and research of somatic science and its 
application in the form of a research fund; 

2. The capital construction of a scientific research centre, which is 
to be located in Beijing, with a floor space of 20,000 square 
metres, used for research, teaching, development and application 
of somatic science (for details refer to the plan of the building); 

3. Investment in projects for application and development capable 
of yielding outstanding social and economical benefits; 

4. The establishment of prizes or grants in somatic science to en- 
courage researchers of remarkable achievements in the field; 

5. Other disbursements. 

THE RELATIONSHIP 

BETWEEN DONORS AND THE ACADEMY 

1. Each donor shall be awarded a certificate of honour specially 
issued by the Academy; 

2. Each donor shall have his/her name engraved in a tablet in the 
principal building of the Academy and recorded in the history of 
the Academy; 

3. Donors of 100,000 dollars and above shall receive a health-care 
card from the Academy and have the benefit of consultant service 
of special diagnosis in the Chinese traditional manner for 5 years; 

4. Donors of 300,000 dollars and above shall receive a health-care 
card and they as well as the immediate members of their families 
shall have the benefit of consultant service of special diognosis 
and treatment in the Chinese traditional manner for 5 years;
